PREFACE.

0 little bas hitherto been done wards illuſtrating the Hiſtory 
and Topography of the County of BEDTORD, that it was 
thought not amiſs to collect into one view the few notes printed, 
or MSS. that have fallen into the hands of the Editor of the 
Bibliotheca Topographica Britannica. 

As a ground-work we have prefixed the firſt return to our 
queries by the preſent Vicar of PUDDINGTON, in the north-weſt 
corner of the county; who has ſet an example which we hope to 
ſee followed by his brethren throughout the county and dioceſe. 

Theſe are followed by church notes taken by different per- 
ſons, from the beginning of this century to the preſent time. 

Mr. Francis Blomfield, the Norfolk Antiquary, began his 
“ Collectanea Cantabrigienſia, which were made between 17 24 

and 1734, though not publiſhed till 1750, with an account of 
Loro in this county, and of Caddington, partly in this county 
and partly in the adjoining county of Hertford, After printing 
about 28 quarto pages he cancelled them, chooſing to confine 
himſelf to the county of Cambridge. The ſcarceneſs of theſe 
firſt pages, which are added to very few copies of Mr. Blomheld's | 
work, entitles them to a place in this Repoſitory. 

Theſe notes are followed by a few taken or tranſcribed at Lu- 
ton and other Bedfordſhire churches, by Mr. Edward Steele, at 
the ſale of whoſe books, by Mr. Paterſon, in 1758, they were 
purchaſed, with more of the fame fort, by Mr, Gough.

William Foulkes, LL.D. * intended to write the hiſtory of 
DUNSTABLE town and priory t; but died before he had accom- 
pliſhed his deſign : nor could his papers after diligent enquiry be 
found by Hearne, who publiſhed in two volumes 8vo. at Oxford, 
1733, Chronicon five Annales prioratus de Dunſtaple, una cum 
« excerptis e chartulario ejuſdem prioratus;” from MSS. in the 
Harleian Library; with an appendix, according to his uſual me- 
thod of emptying his immenſe common- place books. This an- 
cient Chronicle ſeems to be different from the private hiſtory of 
this monaſtery quoted by Camden, and was written in great part 
by Richard de Morins g, prior here, who died 1252. Wanley 
' tranſcribed it from this MS. Ne 1885, collated it with another in 
the Cotton library, ſince greatly damaged by the fire 1731, and 
illuſtrated it with ſhort notes, intending, if he had lived, to pub- 
liſh it, together with Benedictus Petroburgenſis and the Annales 
de Lanercoſt, from the Cottonian MSS. Lord Weymouth put. 
him upon the deſign, and gave him 100 l. promiſing him as 
much more for a dedication, and to take fifty copies. He pro- 
poſed to have illuſtrated the whole with large notes, charters, 
ſeals, monuments, epitaphs, and as much unprinted matter as he 
could meet with; alſo an index and gloffary : but it being 
thought theſe would take too much time, he was ordered to 
publiſh the text alone. After he had agreed with the bookſeller 
and printer, his lordſhip died, and leſt no money for the copies: . 
ſo they all flew off].

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1. THE country for ſome miles may be denominated hilly; yet 
all the hills are gentle regular aſcents, the tops of which are clay, 
or wood-land with clay under a ſhallow ſtaple. Incloſures have 
lately prevailed much in this neighbourhood. The methods are 
various; but the moſt general, with reſpect to the clergyman, is 

to allot him a piece of land in lieu of all tithes ; the boundary- 
. fence is made at the expence of the ſeveral proprietors. His ſub- 
diviſion fences will coſt him 40 5. per acre, i. e. every 24 yards. 
2. A mixture of wood, * paſture, and meadow, but n no 
heath.

3. The lands are firm and fertile out the town ; | barren at a 
diſtance; ſome boggy land in the vallies. 

4. There 1s a conſiderable pit of ſandy gravel, ſeveral ſtone 
pits, and much clay. 

5. The ſtone is excellent for building, flooring, Kc. and fore 
is burnt in lime. Clay has been burat for brick; but where this 
is not a general practice good brick is ſeldom made.

Very little of the paſture or 
wold remains; and even ſome of the old incloſure is converted 
into tillage. | 

20, The produce of the lands is wheat, barley, beans, peaſe, 
oats; a few turnips, cole-ſeed, and ſome tares. Mr.-Orlebar has 
frequently ſown buck-wheat with good ſucceſs ; beſide theſe, the 
graſs ſeeds uſual in incloſures, ray-graſs, trefoil, and broad clover.

lordſhips of Knebbeworth and Harpedon, in com? Hertford ; like- 
wiſe thoſe of Hoo, Stopeſley, and Malden, in com' Bedford, Clep- 
ton in Cambridgeſhire, and Sibthorpe in com' Oxon, There is 
alſo mention of Sir 7. homas Hoo, Ent. in the time of Edward III. 
father of Sir VMilliam Hoo, knt. who in the roth of Richard II, 
upon the flight of Michael de la Pole, earl of Suffolk, to avoid 
the danger of thoſe times, aſſiſted him in getting to Calais; and 
afterwards, in the 8th of Henry IV. ſerved in that garriſon under 
John carl of Somerſet, captain thereof. This William, by Avice 
his wife, daughter and heir to Thomas St. Maur, by Jane his wife, 
daughter and heir to Nicholas Malmains, had iſſue Thomas ; 
who 
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| who in the 14th of er VI. when the Normans made a freſh 
rebellion, | was ſent . to ſuppreſs them, where he waſted the 


Country, and ſlew many of the rebels. And in the 20th of 
Henry VI. being then a knight, in conſideration of his ſignal ſer- 


vices, he obtained a grant of 40 l. per annum; and the 24th of 
the ſame reign, for his further ſervices performed in France and 


Normandy, was created a, baron of this realm, by the title of Lord 
Hoo and Haſtings, being ſoon after elected knight of the Garter. 
By Elizabeth his firit wife, daughter of Sir Thomas Felton, he had 
iſſue Thomas, who died in his life-time. To his ſecond wife 
he married Elizabeth, daughter and heir to Nicholas Wiching- 
ham, knt, by whom he had iflue Anne, a daughter, married to 
Sir Geffery Bullen, Ent. ſometime Lord Mayor of London. He 
had a third wife, Eleanor daughter to Leo lord Welles, and 


ſiſter and coheir to Richard Lord Welles, by whom he had ifſue 


three daughters; Eleanor married to Sir James Crew, knt. Jane 
to Sir Roger Copley, and Elizabeth to Sir John Deveniſn *. 
Jobm lord enloch. Of this eminent perſon I find nothing 


mentioned till the 17th of Henry the Sixth, at what time he was 


ſheriff or eſcheator for the county of Bucks and Bedford : ſoon 


after coming to court, he grew ſo popular, that he attained to 


the dignity of a baron of this realm. He was firſt uſher of the 
chamber to the queen. lle was on the king's part at the battle 
of St. Alban's; the 3 30 of Henry VI. ſent ambaſſador to the 
duke of ByrgundFs, and made knight of the garter the 36th of 
Henry VI. Yet notwithſtanding the favours he received in this 
reign, he at length ſided with the duke of York, and was at- 
tainted in the parliament held at Coventry in the 38th of Henry 
VI; but by this attainder he loſt not much ; for being at Towton 
field with king Edward IV. after the vidary there, he obtained 
the office of chief butler of England, with the ſtewardſhip of

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the caſtle and lordſhip of Berkhamſted in com. Hertford, The 
fame year being created a baron, he was conſtituted one of the 
King's privy council, and at the ſame time ſummoned to par- 
liament. He was again ſent ambaſſador to the duke of Burgundy, 
and employed with Neville earl of Warwick to treat of peace with 
the French, He afterwards ſided with the ſame earl in his en- 
deavours to re-advance king Henry VI. to the throne, and was 
ſlain at the hattle of Tewkſbury, in the 11th of Edward iv. with- 
out wife or iſſue *. 

At Luton, ſays Mr. Gundent, I ſaw a fair church, but the 
choir then roof leſs and overrun with weeds; and adjoining to- 
it an elegant chapel founded by lord Wenlocke, and well main- 

| tained by the family of Rotherham, planted here by Thomas 
| Rotherham, archbiſhop of York and chancellor of Lo ads in 
the time of king Edward IV. 

Edward IV. beſtowed Wenlock's eſtate on his courtiers, of. 
whom it is probable Thomas, archbiſhop of York, procured Lu- 
ton, and placed his heir there; for in the next reign we find 
John Rotheram, Eſq. ſeated at Luton, and high ſheriff of the 
county of Bedford. 

In Henry III's time did William Mareſchall (fon to William 
carl of Pembroke) ratify the grant of Alice his wife, daugh- 
ter to Baldwin de Bethun earl of Albermarle, made to the dean. 
and chapter of St. Paul's, of one hundred ſhillings yearly rent, 
iſſuing out of his manor of Luton, which ſhe the faid Alice had 
by her teſtament bequeathed for the maintenance of two prieſts, 
celebrating divine ſervice daily in that church, for the health of 
her ſoul, and all the ſaid William's anceſtors? and ſucceſſors : 
fouls, and all the faithful deceaſed. |

| knights, and gentlemen, in this town of Luton, and Dunſtable, 
pretending to have kept a martial juſt and triumphant tournie, but 
they were diſappointed of their purpoſe by the command of the 


king. Their real intention was to oppoſe the oppreſſion of the 


pope, which at that time was very grievous *. 


Luton is N. E. of Dunſtable, a pretty little market town, plea- 


ſantly ſituated amongſt hills; it has a large market-houſe, and a 
very great market on Monday for barley, according to Leland +. 

Luton is in the hundred of Flitt, a vicarage in the deanry 
of Dunſtable, and valued at 351. 12s. tod, The patron is Sir 


Theophilus Napier, and the „ incumbent is Mr. Chriſ- 
n Eaton. | 


In the year 1 302, Adrian de Caſtello, or r Caſtell, vicar of Lu- 


ton, was preferred to the ſee of Hereford. 


In this pariſh j is Luton How, of which in the year 1612, Sir 
John Napier was lord. In the ſame year, 10 James I. he was 


created a baronet. The Napiers write themſelves alias Sandy, 


and the ſeat is now in the poſſeſſion of Sir Theophilus Napier, 


baronet T. It has a ſmall elegant chapel wainſcotted with oak, 
extremely fine, and wonderfully enriched with Gothic carv- 


ing, and adorned with Latin ſentences of ſcripture in ancient 


characters. The floor is paved with black and white marble.

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Account of LUTON by Mr. FRANCIS BLOMEPIELD, 
between 1 and 17345 | 


L TON is a good market town ſet among the hills, having 
a ſmall river running by it, which gives it its name Luton, 
Luyton, or Lee lauton, ſignifies the town by the water. It hath a 
market houſe, and large Monday market for corn, with which. 
this part much abounds, there being but little paſture ; firing is 
very ſcarce and dear by reaſon of the ſmall quantity of wood, 

the country being chiefly champion, and the long carriage of 
coal by land makes that alſo chargeable. 

Part of the town belonged. to the abbot of St. Albans in. Hert- 
fordſhire, to which it was given in 79 5 by king Offa, who had 
it of the gift of abbot Alkmund. It was then called Iygetune 
twhich anſwers to the former etymology); for in that king's. 
charter to the abbey, dated at Beranford, it appears, that he gave 
r Ly ze vvne five manſes or manſion houſes, with their lands, all 
which abbot Alkmond gave the king to be reconciled to him; 
but the advowſon was not appendant to this gift, it being pur- 
chaſed for 80 marks of Gilbert de Clare, earl of Glodcetter and 
Hertford, who was chief lord of the town, by Robert the eigh- 
teenth abbot of St. Albans, who: gave it to his monaſtery before 
1166, in which year he died, and from that time the abbey 
held. the rectory in their own hands wholly, till they were forced 
by the ſtatute to endow a vicar. For king John, by charter dated 
June 11, 1199, in the. firſt of his reign,. among: other things 
appropriated the- profits of the church of Luyton to go yearly 
towards proviſions for ſtrangers that viſited the abbey, and it

The town is in Flit wii Dunſtable deanry, the vicarage 
being valued at 3s5/.

The patronage is in Sir h 
Napier, who inherits Luton Hoe or How manor, and hath the im- 
propriation, which was in St. Albans, from Theophilus Napier his 
uncle, who had it of Sir Joby Napier; his father deſcended from 
Sir Robert Napier, alias Sandy, knt. who was created bart. Nov. 
15, 1625, by the name of Sir Richard Napier alias Sandy, of 
Lewton Hoe, which is the preſent Sir John's ſeat, to which be- 
longs a neat old chapel, and then he ſettled two od of it on oh 
Albans, for the uſe of ſtrangers. 

1740. The Rev. Mr. Chriſtian Eaton is now vicar. 

There are other manors here beſides the Hoe manor, one of 
which is anciently called Someris, now Somerys Hall, of which 
Fobn lord Wenloch, a favourite of king Henry VII. was lord, who 
after he had received many honours from that king, loſt his life 
at the battle of Tewkeſbury, and is ſaid to be here interred in a 
noble chapel on the north fide of this chancel, founded by his 
anceſtors, but rebuilt by him as his arms in the garter ſnew; 
his eſtate being forfeited, Edward IV. beſtowed it on his courtiers, 


of whom Thomas Rotherham, alias Scot, archbiſhop of York, 


might procure it for his heir at Farley in Luton ; for in the next 
reign we find John Rotherham, eſq. of Farley Hall, in Luton, 
ſheriff of the county of Bedford. It afterwards belonged to 
judge Crawley, and now being purchaſed of the family (as I am 
informed), by Sir John Napier, is joined to the other manor, as 
is another manor called Dallers, ſo that Sir n hath all except 
Eaftthyde manor, which now belongs to lady Cotton. 

When Mr. Camden was here, he ſays he ſaw a fair church,

with a roofleſs quire, and a very elegant chapel joining to it. 


The choir is now in. good repair, as is the church, which is de- 


dicated to St. Mary, and hath a ſquare tower, ſix bells, a clock. 


and chimes. There are two ifles adjoining to the nave, a porch 


to each iſle, two tranſepts, and two chapels ; that on the ſouth 


ſide of the chancel belongs to the Hoe manor. 


The church was built by John de Wheathamſitead the twenty- 
third abbot of St. Albans, who was ſo called from the place of his 
birth, a village near St. Albans, but rhe name of his family was. 
Bojiock.. He was a monk of Tinmouth, of great learning, godly 
life, and pleaſant diſpoſition, remarkable for building, repairing, . 
and beautifying his own monaſtery, and: the church that be- 
longed to it. He built a chapel on the ſouth ſide of St. Albans, 
where he is buried, which he dedicated to St. Andrew, and on:

U TON 18 a long dirty market town of one ſtreet, meanly 

— built, and forking off like a Y from the market place, and 
then again to the church North, and by a pond South to lord 
Bute's houſe, which 1s about a mile from the town. 

The church conſiſts of a choir, a nave with two ailes, ſup- 
ported by ten pointed arches, two longer next the choir, and clere 
ſtory windows above the ten arches, two tranſepts, and a weſt 
{quare tower of chequer work embattled. The weſt door arch 
has three- ſweeps of roſes, flowers, &c. and is pointed, and 
over it is a quatrefoil. The buttreſſes have niches, and at the 
corners of the tower are hexagon embattled turrets, as at Dun- 


ſtable. The South porch 1s embattled with brick : the north 


porch is built of brick. The choir being roofleſs and ruined 
in Camden and Holland's time, the Eaſt window is quite mo- 
dern in brick, The other windows are of the later Gothic. 

On the North ſide of the choir is a veſtry uſed for a ſchool 


with a hexagon embattled tower; a room over it is aſcended to 
by a flight of ſtairs from the Napier chapel.

The true 
reading is meus, as all Antiquaries have obſerved except Mr, Pennant, who, we 
fear, copied it too implicitly from Mr. Blomfield, (ſee p. 51.) but there is a ſin- 
gular mark before the word ** which I know not what to make of. 

Maurice Johnſon, eſq. of Spalding read it differently, 1746 :

Mr. Anſtis, in his Black Book of the Garter, Regiſtr. p. 168. n. m. calls it a 
broken inſcription, and refers it to lord Wenlok, made Knight of the garter by Henry 
VI. a. r. 39. and continued by Edward IV. a. r. 3. He gives it thus, Hic tumulatus 
de Wenlok natus alter Hujus ville dominus ille jacet indignus anime deus eſto be- 
nignus. 4 Edw. IV he was guarding the North. 7 Edw. IV. at Calais, 1457, his ſtall 
was vacated by death; p. 178, 180, 181. 

Mr. Johnſon adds, “here is an inſcription ſomewhat of the ſame ſenſe in Engliſh, 


as appears by what is legible, and in the ſame characters on the ſide next the 


chapel : but only one image under one of the two arches, lord Wenlok being gone; 
the other a prieſt with two French ejaculations, and at the end and over head 
againſt the ſouth wall a chevron between three croſs croſlets. He might be that 
lord's confeſſor, ſecretary, purſuivant, or principal attendant, and have cauſed this 
tomb to be erected,”

A ſtately manſion-houſe was begun by lord Wenlok at Luton 
in the reign of Edward IV. The portico, all that was finiſhed, 
now remains compleat in a wood near Luton. It is one of the 
moſt beautiful ſpecimens in brick of the florid Gothic that I re- 
member. Lord Wenlok is buried in the church of Luton, 
under a magnificent altar-tomb, with an inſcription in old Eng- 
liſh rhyme. There are other antiquities at Luton, In the old

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_ chapel at lord Bute's houſe is preſerved a fine Gothic wainſcot 
in oak richly ſculptured, which was put up by Sir Thomas Pope, 
the founder of Trinity College, Oxford, in the chapel of his 
houſe at Tyttenhanger in Hertfordſhire, about the year 1548. 
It was removed from. Tyttenhanger to Luton, in intire pre- 
ſervation, by the family of Napier, tenants to Trinity. College, 
in the beginning of the a of . the Firſt. 


Luton Hoo has been in great meaſure rebuilt by the preſent - 
poſſeſſor, and preſents an extended front to the road from. 
Whethamſted to Luton. It ſtands on an elevated ſituation, at 
the edge of the Bedfordſhire downs, about two miles from Luton, 
in a well wooded park, whoſe outer circuit is planted with thick. 
trees, as well as fenced by pale. The river Lea, which riſes at 
Lea-grove in this pariſh, and meanders through a delightful 
country to Wethamſted, and thence turns off and proceeds 
through Hertford and Ware, navigable to Limehouſe, forms at 
the foot of this hill an expanſe of water. 
The ſeat of the Rotherams is now a farm-houſe, about a mile 
N. W. from the town, belonging to the earl of Bute, occupied by. 
Mr. Wilkins, and called Farleigh.

This lord Wenlock roſe in the reign of Henry VI; was 
| knighted, made conſtable of Bamburgh caſtle, and chamberlain to 
the queen. He acquired great wealth, and was able to lend his 
maſter a thouſand and thirty-three pounds fix ſhillings and eight 
pence; for which he received an aſſignment of the fifteenth and 
_ tenth, granted by parliament 3 in 1456; and ſoon after he was re- 
warded with being made knight of the Garter. He valiantly 
: ſupported the royal cauſe at the firſt battle of St. Alban's, and was 
carried out of it dreadfully wounded ; yet, with the fickleneſs of 
the times, he joined the duke of York in 14.59, and was of

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courſe attainted by the Lancaſtrian parlement. He fought va- 
liantly in Towton field, and received, as recompence for his for- 
mer loſs, the office of chief butler of England, and the ſtewardſhip. 
of the caſtle and manor of Berkhamſtead; and was created a 
baron *. He was employed by the Yorkiſts in ſeveral important 
embaſſies, and advanced to the great poſt of lieutenant of Calais, 
Notwithſtanding all theſe favours, he again revolted, and joined 
the earl of Warwick to reſtore the depoſed Henry. He raiſed 
forces, and joined Margaret of Anjou, before the battle of Tewkeſ- 
bury. He was appointed by the general, John earl of Somerſet, 
to the command of what was called the middle ward of the army. 
When Somerſet, who led the van, found himſelf unſupported in 
the fierce attack he had made on the enemy, he returned, enraged, 
to ſee the cauſe. He found lord Wenlock, with his troops, ſtanding 
in the market-place. Whether a panic had ſeized him, or whe- 
ther, through a mutability of mind, he was meditating a new re- 
volt, does not appear; but the earl, unable to curb his fury, 
rode up, and with one blow of his battle-ax clove the ſkull of 
the ſuppoſed traitor F He was interred at Tewkeſbury ; and his 
tomb is {till to be ſeen in that noble church. 5 

In this chapel are ſeveral tombs: one very magnificent, in the 
altar- form, with a rich canopy, open beneath on each ſide. On 
the top various arms, ſome incloſed in a garter. On a wreath 18 
a creſt, a plume of feathers. 

On the tomb lies the effigies of William Wenlock, in the habit 
of a ſhaven prieſt; his hands cloſe as if in prayer; beads hang 
from them; and on a label from his mouth is a ſmall ſhield of a 
chevron between three croſlct Gules, and theſe words:

T his William was prebend of Brownſwood prebendar y, in the 
church of St, Paul's, London, i in 1363; before which he had been 
rector of St. Andrew's, Holborn. In 1379, Richard I. made him 
cuſtos of the hoſpital of Farle, in Bedfordſhire *. He died in 
1392, and was buried here in purſuance of his 111 By the 
garter, in which one of the coats of arms is included, it is evident 
that the tomb was erected by the founder of the chapel. This 
alſo directs us to the origin of lord Wenlock. It is moſt likely 
that his father was related to this prebend, and that he left his 
poſſeſſions to him; and that lord Wenlock, in the height of his 
proſf ity, paid this oſtentatious compliment to the memory of 
his ki ſman. 

In the middle is an altar tomb of ſhell marble, with the braſs 
plate of a woman. 

In the wall, beneath two arches, are the tombs, I think, of the 
Rotherhams, owners of this chapel after the Wenlocks. On one 
had been an inſcription to a Rotherham, who had married 
Catherine, daughter of a lord Grey ; and was himſelf nephew to 
Scot, alias Rotherham, archbiſhop of York.

Near the altar is a large mutilated figure in the wall, in a 
prieſtly habit, with a paſtoral ſtaff, or a croſier, lying on him. 
He was an abbot, and probably of St. Alban's, for the abbots had 
a ſeat near this town. The chancel appears to have been re- 
built by Abbot Wethamſted ; whoſe motto, Val les ha bun da 
bunt val les, is to be ſeen on the walls. 

Part of this place was ſaid to have been beſtowed by Ling Offa 
on the monks of St. Alban's. Gilbert de Clare earl of Glouceſter 
had the patronage of the church ; which they bought from him 
in 1166 for eighty marks, and kept in their own hands. till they 
were compelled to appoint a vicar. The purchaſe was in the 
time of abbot Robert + It appears that this place, Houghton, and 
Poteſgrave, had been beſtowed on the monaſtery, for the ſupport 
of the kitchen for the gueſts, This is ſeen in the charter 175 con- 
firmation, made by king John, in the firſt year of his reign 1. 

The church is 4 to St. Mary, and is a vicarage in the 
gift of the earl of Bute. 

L'aton Uo, the ſcat of that nobleman, lies near the Forde roads; 
about three miles from the town. L lament my. inabilty to

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record his taſte and magnificence; but alas! the uſeful talent, 


Principibus placuiſſ? viris, has been unfortunately denied to me. 
I muſt therefore relate the antient ſtory of the favoured ſpot. In 
the twentieth of Edward I. it was poſſeſſed by Robert *, who took 
the addition of de Hoo, from the place ; which fi ignifies a high 
ſituation. His grandſon, Thomas, was created lord Hoo and 
Haſtings by Henry VI. in 1447. He, if no miſtake is made 
in the account, ſettled two parts of the tithes on the abbey of St. 
Aiban's, for the uſe of ſtran gers. Lord Hoo left only daughters. 
From one, who married Sir Geofry Bullein, was deſcended qucen 
Elizabeth. I do not diſcover the time in which the tower in 
Luton park was built. It is an ancient ſtr ucture, of flint and 
Tottenhoe-ſtone intermixed. 


About two miles to the north-eaſt of Luton Hoo is the village 


of Sommeris, where, as Leland informs us, lord Wenlock had 
begun ſumptuouſly a houſe, but never finiſhed it; That the gate- 


houſe of brick was very fair and large. The gateway and part of 


a tower. are vet to be ſeen. In the laſt are fourteen or fifteen 


brick ſteps; and there was originally a hole, or rather pipe, which 


conveyed the loweſt whiſper from bottom to top. Part of this, 


and oi the other building, was pulled down by Sir Tohn Napier, 
about forty years ago. Leland alſo acquaints us, that thoſe eſtates 


of lord Wenlock patiled, by marriage of an heir general + of his to 
a relation of Thomas Scot, alias Rotherham, archbithop of York 
from 1480 to 1500: a prelate remarkable for nepotiſm, and the 
preferment of his kindred by marriage, and other ways J. This 


family aſſumed the name of Rotherham, and flouriſhed here for 
ſome centuries.

of Edward IV. and others, in after-times, enjoyed the fame ho- 
nor ||.

10 © The tower at Luton is ſaid to be of great antiquity, and 


from the ſemblance of the red and yellow paveings to thoſe in 
the font in the church, it is computed to have been about the 


ſame time, which is 500 years ago, and that it was the ſummer 
reſidence of the abbot of St. Alban's, before Henry VIII. alienated 
the revenues of that abbey, It was many years afterwards pur- 


chaſed by the family of Napier, who were deſcended from a 


noble family of that name in Scotland, and came into England 
about the time that James I. aſcended the throne. It is now 


the property of the earl of Bute. 


The tower has been very high, and of great ſtrength, and 


before the invention of gunpowder impregnable. There was a 
cavity in the wall called a whiſpering pipe, from the bottom to 


tbe top, which was intire before Sir John Napier began to pull 


down the tower, about forty years ago, part of which now re- 


mains, and alſo the walls of the chapel, and other ruins, which 


have been very extenſive.”

to the prior. for 20/. which he was to remit at the intreaty of the 


mediators, except 506. to be paid him within half a year; they 
were to ſwear to obey the ſentence of the church, to refuſe no 


more of the uſual offerings, &c. and to make good arrears by 


Martinmas ; all who had communicated with them were abſolved 
and laid under the like injunction. p. 177—179. 


The priors of Dunſtaple and Newham, appointed viſitors by a 


general chapter, viſited the monaſteries of their order in the 
dioceſes of Lincoln and Coventry. p. 180.

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The townſmen.not complying with theſe letters to the ſheriff 
without a ſpecial order from the king, he ſent him a precept to aſſiſt 
the prior in collecting his tallage. The townſmen would ſuffer 
only the prior's tenants in capite to be taxed, and procured of the 
king letters of exemption for other perſons tenants, and for the 
tenants under the prior's tenants in capite. The prior proceeding 
to tax only bis tenants in capite, ſummoned x 2 of the richer bur- 
geſſes whom he thought moſt faithful, who took an oath to levy 
the tax fairly and impartially, fo that the richer burgeſſes were 
taxed but at 13s.

But the defign being laid afide, all the 
conventual part of the church was demolſhed, as it feems to 


me: for the whole now left ſtanding is only from the weſt end 


to the choir entrance or croſs iſle, and contains only a body and 


two ſide iſles, which are in length no more than about 100 foot. 
« It is a patched irregular building. A draught of it may be

The hundred in which Dunſtaple ſtands, though at preſent 
comprehendcd under the name of Manbead, was antiently in

the length and breadth of the ſaid ſtreet [the Icknield and Wat- 


ling], and called from Dunning, the famous robber who infeſted 
thoſe parts, Dunningſtaple. The king kept the town as a free 


borough ſeventeen years and a half in his own hands: the bur-

before the king's juſtices itinerant, or any other of his ſervants 
out of the town and liberty, but the juſtices went thither and- 


determined all ſuits without any: foreign aſſeſſor, by the, oath of 


twelve of the townſmen. „ 
The king granted them a market twice a week, and a three 


days fair on the feaſt of St. Peter ad vincula (now three fairs, 
Aſh-Wedneſday, May 22, Auguſt 12), and a fourth November 12, 
not tolled by the clerk of the market; and they had a gallows out 
of the town at a place called Edeſcote.. He afterwards built a church 
in honour of St. Peter, and dedicated there a monaſtery for a 


prior and canons regular, giving them in frank almoigne the ſaid 
church and town, with all its inhabitants, fairs, markets, privi- 
leges and revenues, reſerving only his palace, becauſe A ſufficient 
manſion ſhould be provided for the canons. 


Henry I. granted to the abbey the whole manor of Dunſtaple, 


with the lands pertaining to the town, viz. four culturæ of land 


round the town, the market and ſchools of ſaid town, with all 


its liberties and free cuſtoms ; ſac, oc, rol, tbeam, infangenctbef, : 
 giithbrith, bamſocne, clodwith, forſial and flemenesferd, right of 


common in Houghton wood, common of paſture in Houghton, 
Cadendone, Kenſworth, and Totenhoe ; and the four ways 
[7uadraria] of the ſaid town, with ſafe paſſage to the market, 
under pain of forfeiting 10. He further granted leave to hold 
what they could purchaſe, and exemption for themſelves and 
ſervants from all taxes due to the ſhire and hundred, county fines 
for murder, tollage, pleas, geld and danegelds, hydage, toll, paſ- 
ſage, pontage, ftallage, and all cuſtoms and ſecular exactions, 


and worldly ſervices through the realm. The king reſerved to 
himſelf only his houſes in the town, and the garden where he 
uſed to lodge.

Every burgeſs may erect in his fee a windmill and horſemill, 

a dove-houſe, an oven, a handmill ||, a woodpile, and dunghill, 
unleſs the two latter are deemed to obſtruct the king's highway 
or the prior's market, by view of the liege men of the town. 


Shopkeepers may not brew for fear of fire, nor make hogſties 


out of their doors, - nor drive ſtakes without leave of the mayor.

Mr. Pennant gives the following account of this town in his 
Journey from Cheſter to London *. | 

& After a mile's deſcent [down Chalk-hill], enter Dental, 3 
long town, built on each ſide of the Watling-ſtreet, and interſected 
in the middle by the Icknield-ſtreet. This town had been the Ma- 
giovinum, or Magioventum, of the Itinerary; and probably had 
four portæ, anſwerable to the great roads. The Icknield-ſtreet 
iſſues out on the north fide of the church. Antiquarians derive 
the name, very properly, from Maes Gwyn, or the white field, 
from the colour of the chalky ſoil. Roman money has been found 
about the place, which the country people call madnin g- money; ; 
which, as Dr. Stukeley obſerves, can have no reference to Maiden's 
Bower, which belonged to another people f. But on a hill called 
Caitle-hill , about a mile weſt of it, is a Roman camp; within 
which, near one end, 1s a large mount very hollow in the top; 
and near the outſide of one of the ramparts is a deep hole, probably 
the place of the draw-well, The whole ſtands on a deep promon- 
tory, projecting weſtward.

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5 00 The 1 Was e occupied by the Saxons, after the de- 

parture of the Romans. We can indeed only argue from the pre- 

ſent name, Dun-Staple, the mart near * the hill. We cannot al- 

low the monkiſh legend, that it was called Dun's Stable, or the 
_ fable of a robber of that name. It probably was a waſte at the 
time of the Conqueſt, as many places were, and might become a 
harbour of thieves, by reaſon of the woods with which the coun- 
try was over-run. This determined Henry I. to colonize the 
ſpot; and for that purpoſe he encouraged people by proclama- 
tion to ſettle there; and, in order to deſtroy the ſhelter which 
the foreſt gave to robbers, directed the woods to be grub- 
bed up. He alſo built a royal palace, called Kingſbury +, which 
ſtood near the church, and whoſe ſite is now occupied by a farm- 
houſe. Here he kept his Chriſtmas in 1123, with his whole 
court, and received at the ſame time the embaſſy from the earl 
of Anjou f. He made the town a borough, beſtowed on it a 
fair and a market ||, and various other privileges ; particularly, 
that the inhabitants ſhould not be liable to be called before the 
itinerant Juſtices, but that their cauſes ſhould be determined by 
the juſtices of the king, by a jury of twelve of the burgeſſes 1. 
He kept the town ſeventeen years in his own hands, and then 
_ beſtowed it, with all its privileges (reſerving only his royal re- 
| fidence) on the priory, which he founded here ſome time after 
the year 1131, for,black canons, in honour of St. Peter. At 
the time of the diſſolution, here were a prior and twelve canons, 
Whoſe revenues, according to Dugdale, were . 344. I 35. 34. a 
'year: to Speed, £. 402. 145. 7d.

ſubſcribed to the king's ſupremacy in 1534; and on the diſſolu- 


tion, had a penfion of ſixty pounds a year for life. His reward 
was the greater, as his convent was the reſidence of the commiſ- 

ſioners for carrying on the divorce between Henry VIII. and 
Catharine of Arragon; in which he took an active part *. The 
unfortunate princeſs at that time refided at Arpthrill in this 


neighbourhood. 


“The church, and an arch in the wall adjoining, are the only 
remains of the priory. The front of the church is fingular, 
having a gallery divided by carved Gothic arches ; a great door 
with a round arch richly carved with ſcrolls and brats, including 
human figures; and the capitals of the pillars cut into groteſque 
forms. The leſſer door is Gothic, richly ornamented with nail 


heads. Between both doors is a row of falſe arches interlaced

Above the altar is a large and handſome painting of the 
Laſt Supper; Which, with the plate and rich pulpit-cloth , were 
the gift of two ſiſters, of the name of Carte and Aſhton. —_ 

« omitted i in its place a viſit made to the priory by Henry III. 
and his family: when the monks preſented the king with a gilt 
cup, and the queen with another; and gave his ſon Edward and 
daughter Margaret a gold claſp apiece. In return, the royal vi- 
ſitors beſtowed on the church eight pieces of ſilk; and the Sug 
gave C ſhillings for the making a thuribule and a pix }. 

I met with ſome antient tombs, dated between the years 14000 
and 1500; but none of dignity ſufficient to be mentioned. Sir 
EKenelm Digby's famous pedigree-book has preſerved one, in me- 
mory of William Mulſo and his wife d. Both are dreſſed in their 
gowns, With their hands in the attitude of prayer. At their feet 
is a group of eleven ſons; at hers, another of ſeven daughters. 
The attributes of the four evangeliſts are placed at the corners.

Though the town of Dunſtaple is not of earlier date a the 
time of Henry I. in the middle of the 1 2th century, and we muft 
ſeek for the hiſtory of its fite a century before in the villages of 
Houghton Regis, called in Domeſday Hou/lone, and by Leland 
Duneſiaple Houcdon as it is till called, and the old. town 
« of Dunſtaple” and in Kneſeworth*, it is the opinion of 
ſeveral learned antiquaries, that the ſtupendous earthwork, called 
Maiden or Maidenhead Bower, about a mile and a half W. N. W. 
from the town, and about half a mile from Watling-ſtreet, at 
the edge of the high land, was a Roman ſtation, if not a Britiſh 


fortification. Mr, Camden, and after him Mr. Burton and Dr. 


Gale +, placed here Antoninus's MaG10NINIUM, or, as different 
copies read it, Magiovinium and Magintum. There is a manifeſt | 
6onformity between theſe names and that of Maidning or 


Maiden Bowre, by which it is at preſent known, and which. 


fignifies the burgh of Maidning or Maidin ; as Maiden Caſtle in 
Dorſetſhire, and Maiden Bower at Hunſtanton in the county of 
Norfolk.

In his life he is faid to have cut down and ſtocked up the woods 
on the edge of the Chiltern, to have levelled the rugged Ways, 
and made them fit for travellers. The incloſed ground of 
Maiden Bower, conſiſting of about 9 acres, is by Dr. Stukeley 
ſuppoſed Britiſh work.

As to the name, Dr. Gale produces inſtances of 
the name Mayder at Dorcheſter, Bowes, Whellep Caſtle: at the 
two firſt Mayden Caſtle, at the laſt Mayden Way ; all upon the 
military way. He takes Mayden for a. Britiſh word, and believes 
Bower to be from Burgus. If we go to the Saxon, we have May- 
dien ſignifying what at preſent it does with us.

ſoaking into the earth, This town ſeems to have been built 
merely for a road trade. After Leofſtan had cleared it of wood

Sandy, four more than are allowed by the Itinerary 3 and from 
Sandy to Dunſtable, as you rightly reckon, fifteen, ſo that the 
diſtance will not correſpond with Antonine's on one ſide or the 
other. Beſides, if Sandy was Magiovinium, where ſhall we look 
for Salenæ, which Ptolemy makes one of the two cities of the 
Catieuchlani, Verolam being the other? Sandy without doubt re- 
tains much of Salenæ; and all other names of towns among theſe 
people ſeem pretty well fixed, except the old name of Aſhwell, 
which-i is a ſmall inconſiderable place, as you juſtly remark, and 


rather a camp of the Exploratores than a city. 


„ As for the name Magiovinium, it is natural and eaſy to derive 
it from the Britiſh Maesgwyz, or, as Mr. Baxter has it, in the 
plural Magion uinion, Campi candidi, than which nothing can 
come nearer to Magiouinium, nor agree better with the ſituation 
of the place as to the chalky foil about * cannot be ſaid 
if we place it at Sandy.” 
Mr. Pennant #, on what nat does not appear, | calle 
Maidenboure “ a very large Daniſb camp,” and places it half 
a mile ont of the road. He deſcribes it of a certain form, ſur- 
rouded with a great rampart, with a ditch on its fide : it lies on 
a plain, with a portion verging towards a brow hanging over a 
valley. Its hiſtory is unknown, yet [it] merits a viſit, as the 
camps of the Danes are not very common in the kingdom.”

THE church of Dunſtaple, though: atthis time very large, has 
yet the eaſt end entirely wanting, as is evidently ſeen by * re- 
maining ruins thereof.

The whole ſtructure Was curioully; built, eſpecially the weſt

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Anno 12 59. About this time there was a certain manſion- ; 


Houſe, by way of devotion, given unto the friars that are called 
Preachers within this town, ſo that certain of them thruſting 


themſelves in there, began to inhabit in that place, to the great 


annoyance of the prior and convent. They began to build very 
ſumptuous houſes; ſo that in the eyes of the beholders ſuch 


chargeable works of building, ſo ſuddenly” advanced by them 


that profeſſed voluntary poverty, cauſed no ſmall wonder. The 
faid friars building them a church with all ſpeed, and ſetting up 


an altar, immediately began to celebrate divine ſervice, not once 


ſtaying for the purchaſe of any licence; and ſo building from 


day to day, they obtained great aids of ſuch as inhabited near unto 


them, of whom the prior and convent ought to have received the 
revenues that were now converted to be employed on the ſaid 


friars towards their maintenance. Thus by how much more 
their houſe encreaſed, by ſo much more did the prior and con- 
vent decreaſe in ſubſtance and poſſeſſions: for the rents which 
they were accuſtomed to receive of the meſſuages and houſes 


given to the friars were loſt, and likewiſe the offerings which 


were wont to come to their hands now theſe friars being newly 
entered, by occaſion of their preachings, uſurped to themſelves *

1607) makes no doubt in affirming Dunſtaple to be the ſame 
with the Magiovinium of Antoninus; though in the firſt edition 
(1586) he had placed it at Aſhwell in Hertfordſhire: and in- 
deed if the true reading be Magioninium, it is very likely it 
ſhould be ſo (MaesOnnen from whence the Romans might have 


formed Magioninium, in Britiſh ſignifies Oppidum Album, which 


1s the very ſame with Aſhwell) notwithſtanding what has been 
objected about the diſtance from Lactodorum; for it is well 
known the figures in Antoninus are often corrupted. But if 
Magiovinium be the name of the ſtation in Antoninus, as we be- 
lieve it is, there is no room left for any farther doubt about it;
